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Resolved,  That  a  tax,  town  and  State  of  not  less  than 
Fifty  Eight  thousand  five  hundred  Dollars  and  not  more 
than  Sixty-two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
levied  and  ordered  assessed  upon  the  ratable  property  of 
the  town  of  Warren  for  the  year  1907 ;  that  said  tax  be 
assessed  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1907  and 
be  collected  previous  to  the  first  day  of  March  1908  and 
upon  collection  paid  without  delay  into  the  treasury  of 
the  town. 

Resolved,  That  any  person  or  corporation  neglecting 
to  pay  the  tax  assessed  against  him  or  it  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  October  1907,  shall  pay  interest  thereafter 
until  said  tax  shall  be  paid,  at  the  rate  of  10  per  cent,  per 
annum,  for  which  interest  said  Collector  of  Taxes  shall 
be  accountable    to  said  town. 

That  in  case  the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall 
neglect  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  town  within  five 
days  after  demand  upon  him  by  the  Town  Treasurer,  all 
taxes  and  interest  he  shall  have  received  at  the  time  of 
said  demand,  the  Town  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  forth- 
with to  proceed  immediately  against  said  Collector  of 
Taxes  and  the  sureties  on  his  bond,  as  provided  in  Chap- 
ter 48  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  State.

Report  of  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor. 


On  February  15th,  1906  there  were  seven  immates  of 
the  Asylum  and  on  February  15,  1907  there  were  six; 
Charles  P.  Mason  having  died. 

Charles  F.  Maxfield  is  boarding  at  the  State  Almshouse. 

All  of  the  inmates  of  the  asylum  have  been  ill  at  some 
time  during  the  year  so  as  to  require  medical  attendance. 
Several  of  the  inmates  are  aged  and  infirm  which  neces- 
sitates close  attention  on  the  part  of  the  matron  Mrs. 
Leonard. 

The  appropriation  last  year  for  the  department  was 
$1800  and  I  would  recommend  that  the  same  amount  be 
appropriated  for  the  coming  year.

VOTED,  that  the  Collector  of  Taxes  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  pay  without  delay  into  the  treasury  of  the  Town 
all  taxes  and  interest  thereon  which  he  shall  collect. 

VOTED,  that  in  case  the  Collector  of  Taxes  shall  neglect 
to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  Town  within  five  days  after  de- 
mand upon  him  by  the  Town  Treasurer,  all  taxes  and  interest 
he  shall  have  received  at  the  time  of  said  demand,  the  Town 
Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  forthwith  to  proceed  immediately 
against  said  Collector  of  Taxes  and  the  sureties  on  his  bond,  as 
provided  in  Chapter  48  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  State  .

Report  of  the  Overseer  of  the   Poor  for  the  year  ending 

February  15,  1908. 
The  Overseer  of  the  Poor  herewith  submits  his  annual  re- 
port. 
On  February  15,  1907  there  were  six  inmates  of  the  asy- 
lum; on  February  15,  1908  there  were  five  inmates,  two  hav- 
ing died  and  one  having  been  admitted  during  the  year. 

Levi  M.  Gardner  Avas  admitted  Feb.  19,  1907. 

Michael  McNiff  died  March  11,  1907. 

Mary  Gardner  died  October  24,  1907. 

Charles  F.  Maxfield  is  boarding  at  the  State  Almshouse. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  L.  Leonard,  as  keeper  and  matron, 
have  efficiently  cared  for  the  inmates. 

An  unusual  amount  of  illness  has  prevailed,  necessita- 
ting considerable  expense  for  medical  attendance. 

The  increased  cost  of  maintaining  the  farm  this  year 
was  caused  by  a  large  diminution  of  receipts  from  the 
farm,  including  a  diminished  milk  supply  and  an  interrupted 
sales  thereof.  Owing  to  the  late  Spring  which  necessitated 
the  replanting  of  crops  and  the  subsequent  unprecedented 
drought  the  farm  crops  were  smaller  than  usual. 

The  expenditures  for  the  outside  department  were 
smaller  than  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  Overseer  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  a  generous 
supply  of  confectionary  donated  to  the  inmates  of  the  asy- 
lum by  the  Baptist  Sunday  school  at  Christmas. 

Mrs.  W.  M.  Congdon,  in  charge  of  the  "travelling  li- 
brary" so-called,  also  contributed  a  liberal  supply  of  maga- 
zines- papers,  etc. 

The  appropriation  for  the  department  last  year  was 
$1800.  It  is  impossible  to  accurately  forecast  the  needs  of 
the  department  for  the  present  year,  but  I  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  $2000.

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Ordinances  of  the  Town  of  Warren, 


AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  FINANCE. 
It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION  1.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  Committee  of 
Finance  for  the  Town  of  Warren,  to  consist  of  three  members. 
Said  Committee  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  annually  audit  the 
town  treasurer's  report. 

SEC.  2.  A  major  part  of  said  Finance  Committee  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  hire  money  when  needed, 
for  the  use  of  the  town,  and  to  repay  the  same,  or  any  other  claim 
for  loan  upon  the  said  town,  and  the  notes  and  other  obli- 
gations given  for  the  hire  of  money  as  aforesaid  shall  be  signed 
by  the  town  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  town  clerk  of 
said  town,  under  such  provisions  as  now  are  or  may  be  hereafter 
made  by  said  town,  for  the  making  of  and  issuing  notes  or  other 
obligations  by  the  town  treasurer  thereof,  in  the  name  of  said 
town. 

SEC.  3.  Said  Committee  or  a  m^jor  part  thereof  shall 
have  the  sole  management  of  the  hiring  of  money  for  the  use  of  the 
town,  and  shall  also  have  the  general  management  and  direction 
of  its  financial  affairs,  except  wThen  by  the  statute  law  it  is 
otherwise  specially  directed. 

y{  SEC.  4.  All  promissory  notes  or  other  obligations 
made  and  issued  by  the  Town  Treasurer  in  behalf  of  the  town 
of  Warren,  whether  for  new  loans  or  in  renewal  of  outstanding 
obligations  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  town  clerk  and  shall 
be  registered  by  him  in  his  office  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
SEC  5.  When  the  town  treasurer  shall  cancel  any 
promissory  note  or  other  obligation  given  by  him  as  aforesaid 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  treasurer  to  present  the  same  to 
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the  town  clerk   for  the  purpose  of  having  the   town   clerk's  sig- 
nature cancelled  and  record  made  in  conformity  thereto.

AX   ORDINANCE    CONCERNING   HIGHWAYS    AND 
SIDEWALKS. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION  1.  Any  person  who  shall  put  or  empty  on  the 
common  or  into  any  street  or  highway  in  the  compact  part  of 
the  town  any  swill,  garbage,  or  refuse  matter  shall  be  fined  nor 
to  exceed  ten  dollars. 

SEC.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  put  or  empty  on  the 
common  or  into  any  street  or  highway  in  the  compact  part  of 
the  town  any  stones,  ashes,  soot,  cinders,  shavings  or  shells 
without  the  consent  of  the  commissioner  of  highways,  shall  be 
fined  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars, 

SEC.   3      In  erecting  or     tearing     down     any     building     or 

structure  or  doing  any  other  work  no  person  shall  place,  deposit 

or  suffer  to  remain  on  any  street,  highway  or  sidewalk,  except 

when  necessary  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  nor  for  a  longer 

peroid    than   may   be    necessary,    any   lumber    or    other   building 

material,  or  any  dirt,  rubbish,  or  remains  of  any  old  building; 

and  in  case  it  is  necessary  that  any  lumber,  building  materials, 

dirt,  rubbish  or  remains  of  old  buildings  shall  remain  on  such 

street,  highway  or  sidewalk  after  dark  sufficient  guard  or  light 

|     shall  be  placed  and  maintained  over  or  near  the  same  from  sun- 

I     set  to  sunrise,  to  give  notice  to  all  persons  passing  along  such 

I      street,  highway  or  sidewalk 


Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

SEC.  4.  The  owner  of  any  such  building  or  structure 
End  the  employer  and  master  of  workmen  on  the  same  shall  be 
Beverally  liable  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  preced- 
ing section. 

SEC.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  deposit  or  place,  or 
Suffer  to  be   deposited  or  placed  by  any  person  in  his  employ 
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any  coal,  fire  wood,  goods,  wares,  chattels  or  merchandise  in  or 
on  any  street,  highway  or  sidewalk  in  the  compact  part  of  the 
town,  except  while  removing  the  same  into  or  out  of  some  build- 
ing cr  enclosure,  and  except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be 
fined   n   t  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

SEC.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  hereafter  erect  or  place 
for  use  on  any  sidewalk  in  the  compact  part  of  the  town  any 
doorstep  or  steps,  without  the  consent  of  the  town  council  first 
obtained,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for  each  day 
such  door  step  or  steps  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  on  such 
sidewalk. 

SEC.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  dig  up,  carry  away  or 
remove  from  place  to  place  any  stones,  gravel,  dirt,  mould  or 
turf  from  any  prrt  of  the  highways,  streets  or  common,  With- 
out the  consent  cl  the  town  council  or  commissioners  or  survey- 
ors of  highways  cf  the  district  in  which  such  highway,  street  or 
common  is  located  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

SEC.  8.  Any  person  except  the  commissioners  and  sur- 
veyors of  highways  who  shall  cut  down,  dig  up,  or  remove  any 
shade  or  ornamental  tree  on  the  common  or  any  street,  highway 
or  sidewalk  in  the  compact  part  of  the  town  without  the  consent 
of  the  town  council  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

SEC.  9.  Every  owner,  occupant  or  person  having  the 
care  of  any  building  or  lot  of  land  on  any  street  or  highway  in. 
the  compact  part  of  the  town  where  there  is  a  sidewalk  made 
or  established,  shall  during  the  first  six  hours  of  daylight  after 
the  ceasing  to  fall  of  snow  cause  the  snow  to  be  removed  from 
such  sidewalk.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of     this 

section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  and  for  each 
and  every  day  after  the  expiration  of  said  six  hours  that  the 
snow  shall  remain  on  such  sidewalk  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars. 

SEC.  10.  The  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall 
aiso  apply  to  snow  falling  from  any  building. 

SEC.  11.  Every  owner,  occupant  and  "person  having 
the  care  of  any  building  or  lot  of  land  on  any  street  or  highway 
in  the  compact  part  of  the  town  shall  cause  the  sidewalk  ad- 
joining such  building  or  lot  of  land  whenever  the  same  shall  be 
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encumbered  with  ice  to  be  made  safe  and  convenient  by  removing 
the  ice  therefrom  or  by  covering  the  same  with  sand  or  other 
suitable  substance.  Every  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  and  a  like 
sum  for  every  day  that  such  sidewalk  shall  continue  unsafe  or  in- 
convenient by  reason  of  said  ice  remaining  thereon. 

SEC.  12.  Any  person  who  shall  ride,  dnve  or  lead  any 
horse  or  cattle,  or  move  or  propel  any  velocipede,  bicycle,  tricycle  or 
other  vehicle  except  light  carriages  for  the  conveyance  of  chil- 
dren on  any  sidewalk  in  the  compact  part  of  the  town,  unless 
for  the  purpose  of  necessarily  crossing  the  same  or  who  shall 
allow  any  horse  or  cattle  belonging  to  him  or  under  his  care  to 
stand  or  remain  on  such  sidewalk  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding 
ten   dollars. 

SEC.  13.  Any  person  owning  or  having  under  his  care 
any  horse,  goat,  swine,  sheep  or  cattle  who  shall  allow  the  same 
to  be  at  large  upon  the  common  or  any  street  or  highway  shall 
be  fined  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

SEC.  14.  Any  person  owning  or  having  under  his  care 
any  hens,  or  other  fowls,  who  shall  allow  the  same  to  be  at  large 
upon  the  common  or  any  street  or  highway  in  the  compact  part 
of  the  town  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

SEC.  15.  Any  person  who  shall  slide  or  coast  on  any 
sled  for  amusement  on  any  street  or  highway  in  the  compact  part 
of  the  town  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

SEC.  16.  Any  person  who  shall  stand,  sit  or  remain  on 
or  near  any  highway,  bridge,  sidewalk,  crosswalk  or  doorstep  or 
in  any  doorway  in  the  compact  part  of  the  town,  to  the  obstruc- 
tion, hindrance,  delay,  disturbance  or  annoyance  of  passers-by, 
of  persons  doing  business  in  the  vicinity  thereof  or  of  the  owner 
of  adjacent  premises,  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars. 

SEC.  17.  Any  person  who  shall  erect  any  pole  for  the 
support  of  any  telephone,  telegraph  or  other  wire  in  any  street 
or  highway  of  the  town  of  Warren  without  the  consent  of  the 
town  council  of  said  town  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  ten  dollars 
for  each  day  such  pole  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  such  street 
or  highway.

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AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  THE  PUBLIC  PEACE  AND 
PROPERTY. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION  1.  Any  person  who  shall  revel,  scream,  quarrel, 
fight  or  otherwise  behave  in  an  indecent  or  disorderly  manner, 
to  the  disturbance  or  annoyance  of  the  peaceable  inhabitants  of 
the  town,  or  who  shall  aid,  assist,  encourage  or  promote  the  same 
to  be  done,  shall  be  fined  not    exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

SEC.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  be  intoxicated  under 
such  circumstances  as  to  amount  to  a  violation  of  decency  on  the 
common,  or  in  any  highway,  street,  gangway,  public  building  or 
other  public  place  in  the  town,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  , 

SEC.  3.  Any  person  who  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw, 
strike  or  pass  the  same  or  throw  any  stones  or  missiles  in  any 
street,  highway,  or  public  place  in  the  compact  part  of  the  town, 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  dollars# 

SEC.  4.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  or  mischievously 
break,  cut  or  otherwise  injure  or  deface  any  property  of  the 
town,  or  any  post,  lamp  post,  tree,  tree  box  or  f«ice  or  building 
standing  or  situated  upon  any  street,  highway  or  other  public 
place,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

AN    ORDINANCE    CORCERNING    BATHING. 
It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION  1.  Every  person  who  shall  between  sunrise  and 
one  hour  after  sunset,  unless  properly  clothed,  bathe  in  any 
public  place,  or  within  one  eighth  of  a  mile  of  any  public  street 
or  highway  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  dollars.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PREVENT  FAST  DRIVING  OVER 
KELLEY'S    BRIDGE 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Coancil  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION    1.      Any   person    who    shall    drive    any    horse    or! 
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cattle  over  Kelley's  bridge  faster  than  a  walk  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  ten  dollars.

AN   ORDINANCE   IN  RELATION   TO   TRUANTS   AND 
ABSENTEES  FROM  SCHOOL. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows: — - 

SECTION  1.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and 
fifteen  years  residing  in  said  town  who  shall  be  guilty  of  habi- 
tual truancy,  or  who  may  be  found  wandering  about  in  the 
streets  or  public  places  of  said  town,  having  no  lawful  occupa- 
tion or  busines,  not  attending  school  and  growing  up  in  igno- 
rance shall  be  committed  either  to  the  Sockanosset  school  for 
boys  or  to  the  Oaklawn  school  for  girls  in  Cranston  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  two  years. 

SEC.  2.  The  said  Sockanosset  School  for  boys  and  the 
said  Oaklawn  School  for  girls  in  Cranston  are  hereby  designated 
as  suitable  places  for  the  confinement,  discipline  and  instruction 
of  such  children. 

SEC.  3.  All  existing  ordinances  are  hereby  repealed 
and  these  ordinances  shall  take  effect  immediately

AN    ORDINANCE    IN    RELATION    TO    THE    BURIAL    OF    THE 

DE#U). 

It  is  ordained  by  the  town  council  of  Warren  as  follows: 

No  person  shall  remove  the  body  of  any  hu- 
man being  who  shall  die  in  the  town  of  Warren,  from  and  out 
of  the  town  of  Warren,  without  first  reporting  the  name  and  date 
of  death  of  such  deceased  person  and  the  cause  of  death  when 
the  same  is  obtainable  to  the  town  clerk  of  said  Warren  and  ob- 
taining a  permit  from  the  town  clerk  for  such  removal. 

SEC.  2.  The  town  clerk  upon  receiving  a  report  such  as  is 
required  in  the  preceding  section  shall  upon  request  issue  a  per- 
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mit  for  the  removal  of  the  body  of  any  such  deceased  person. 

SEC.  3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  two  dollars  and  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

SEC,  4.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent herewith  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  immediately.

or  highway  of  said  town,  or  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  done 
shall  fill  up  the  same  as  soon  as  possible  thereafterwards  and  shall 
leave  said  highway  or  street  in  a  condition  satisfactory  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  commissioners  or  surveyors  of  highways  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  such  street  or  highway  is  located.  And  in  case 
any  such  highway  or  street  is  not  left  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to 
and  approved  by  said  commissioners  or  surveyors  of  highways 
said  commissioners  or  surveyors  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  prop- 
erly done  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  charged  to  and  paid 
by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  digging  up  said  street  or  high- 
way or  making  any  excavation  therein. 

SEC.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  dig  up,  carry  away  or  re- 
move from  place  to  place  any  stones,  gravel,  dirt,  mould  or  turf, 
from  any  part  of  the  highways,  streets,  or  common,  of  the  town 
of  Warren  without  the  consent  of  the  commissioners  or  surveyors 
of  highways  of  the  district  in  which  such  highway,  street  or  com- 
mon is  located,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 
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SEC.  3.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent herewith  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  immediately.

Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  ordinance  shall 
be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  or  be  imprisoned  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  days. 

SEC.  3.     This  ordinance  si  all  take  effect  Immediately.

AN    ORDINANCE    IN     RELATION    TO    STREETS    AND    SIDE- 
WALKS. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren,  Rhode  Island  as 
follows,  viz. 

SECTION  1.  No  person  shall  ride,  drive  or  lead  any  animal, 
or  ride  any  bicycle,  tricycle  or  other  vehicle  on  any  sidewalk  or 
in  or  upon  any  path  or  way  commonly  used  exclusively  as  a  foot 
path  in  the  town  of  Warren  except  for  the  purpose  of  necessarily 
crossing  the  same;  or  move  or  trundle  any  bicycle,  tricycle  or 
other  vehicle  on  any  such  sidewalk,  path  or  way  in  said  town  of 
Warren  at  a  speed  greater  than  an  ordinary  walk. 

SEC.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  pay  a  fine  Lot  exceeding  ten  dollars  for 
each  offense. 

SEC.  3#  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent herewith  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  ordinance  shall  take 
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/        effect  immediately.

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  STREET  CARS. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  No  street  railway  company  using  any  of  the 
public  streets  or  highways  of  the  town  of  Warren  for  the  pur- 
pose of  running  and  operating  street  cars  shall  run  any  of  its 
cars  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  eight  miles  an  hour  in  Main 
street  in  said  Warren  between  the  easterly  terminus  of  Kelley's 
Bridge  and  the  point  where  the  track  operated  by  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Company  crosses  Main  street. 

SEC.  2.  No  street  railway  company  using  any  of  the  public 
streets  or  highways  of  the  town  of  Warren  as  aforesaid  shall  run 
any  of  its  cars  over  and  upon  Kelley's  Bridge  at  a  greater  rate  of 
speed  than  four  miles  an  hour. 

SEC.  3.  Any  such  railway  company  shall  also  cause  a  bell 
or  gong  on  each  car  to  be  rung  or  struck  when  approaching  any 
street  or  highway  which  crosses  or  opens  into  a  street  or  high- 
way on  which  a  street  car  may  be  running. 

SEC.  4.  Any  employe  of  such  company,  or  other  person, 
who  shall  run  or  operate  any  street  car  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed 
than  hereinbefore  provided,  or  who,  having  charge  of  the  operat- 
ing and  conducting  of  any  car,  shall  not  ring  or  strike  or  cause 
to  be  rung  or  struck,  a  gong  or  bell  on  said  car  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars,  or  be  im- 
prisoned for  a  term  not  exceeding  twenty  days. 

SEC.   5#      All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent herewith  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  ordinance  shall  take 
1      effect  upon  approval  of  the  Railroad  Commissioner.

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AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  SPEED  OF  CARS. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION  1.  No  street  railway  company  using  any  of  the 
public  streets  or  highways  of  the  town  of  Warren  for  the  pur- 
pose of  running  and  operating  street  cars  shall  run  any  of  its  cars 
at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  eight  miles  an  hour  in  Market 
Street  in  said  Warren,  or  in  Handy  street  in  said  Warren  or  in 
Child  street  in  said  Warren  between  a  line  in  extension  of  the 
.westerly  line  of  Handy  street  and  the  Little  Bridge  so-called  (be- 
ing the  bridge  over  the  stream  emptying  into  Palmer's  river  or 
the  cove) ;  or  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  six  miles  an  hour  in 
Child  street  in  said  Warren  while  crossing  Metacom  Avenue,  or 
passing  Barker  Avenue  or  Asylum  Road. 

SEC.  2.  Any  employe  of  said  company  or  other  person  who 
shall  run  or  operate  any  street  car  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than 
hereinbefore  provided  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars 
or  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twenty  days. 

SEC.   3#      The  ordinance  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of 
Warren,  August  first,  A.  D.   1904,  relating    to  the    operation  of 
Street  cars,  is  hereby  repealed  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  ef- 
fect upon  its  approval  by  the  Railroad  Commissioner.

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  THE  CLOSING  OF  PLACES  OF 

BUSINESS. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION  1.  No  store,  saloon,  licensed  pool  room  or  other 
place  of  business  for  the  sale  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  ex- 
cept registered  pharmacists  for  the  sale  of  medicines,  shall  be 
kept  open  between  eleven  o'clock  at  night  and  four  o'clock  in  the 
morning. 

SEC.  2.  Every  keeper  of  such  store,  saloon,  licensed  pool 
room  or  other  place  of  business  which  shall  be  open  or  kept  open 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section,  and  every  person. 
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opening  or  keeping  open  any  such  store,  saloon,  licensed  pool  room 
cr  oU  er  place  of  business  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  pre- 
ceding section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  dollars. 

SEC.  3.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  adoption.-  ,

AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  DEALERS  IN  JUNK  AND  SE- 
COND HAND  ARTICLES. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Warren  as  fol- 
lows:— 

SECTION  1.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of 
purchasing,  selling,  bartering  or  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals  or 
any  second-hand  articles,  whether  as  keeper  of  a  shop  or  store- 
house for  the  reception  of  the  same,  or  as  a  gatherer  of  the  same 
in  any  bag,  wagon,  cart  or  ether  receptacle,  or  as  foundryman, 
or  other  person  receiving  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  melting  the 
same,  or  of  converting  the  same  into  castings,  unless  said  person 
shall  be  duly  licensed  by  the  Town  Council  by  a  license  duly 
Issued  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  subject  to  the  following  condi- 
tions and  restrictions. 

First:  The  fee  for  such  license  for  the  keeper  of  a  shop  or 
storehouse  for  the  reception  of  any  junk,  old  metals  or  other  se- 
condhand articles  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  and  the  fee  for 
such  license  for  i  iy  foundryman  or  other  person  receiving  any 
junk,  old  metals  cr  other  secondhand  articles  for  the  purpose  of 
melting  the  same  or  of  converting  the  same  into  castings  shall  be 
five  dollars,  and  the  fee  for  such  license  for  any  gatherer  of  any 
junk,  old  metals  or  other  secondhand  articles  in  any  bag,  wagon, 
cart  or  other  receptacle  shall  be  five  dollars 

Second:  Every  person  licensed  as  aforesaid  shall,  on  de- 
mand oi  the  Town  Sergeant  or  of  any  Police  Officer  of  the  town 
of  Warren,  or  of  any  other  person  duly  authorized  b;  the  Town 
Sergeant,  produce  his  license  for  the  examination  and  inspection 
of  the  officer  or  other  person  so  making  the  demand,  within  five 
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minutes  after  such  demand  is  made. 

Third:  Every  shop,  storehouse,  bag,  wagon,  cart  or  other 
receptacle,  or  foundry,  or  place  of  business  of  any  such  licensed 
person  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  examination  of  any 
Police  Officer  of  the  Town  of  Warren  or  any  person  authorized 
by  the  Town  Sergeant. 

SEC.  2.  Every  applicant  for  any  such  license  shall  make  ap- 
plication in  writing,  setting  forth: 

First:  Name  and  address,  both  of  residence  and  of  business 
of  the  applicant. 

Second:      Nationality  of  the  applicant. 

Third:  Business  or  employment  of  the  applicant  during  the 
five  years  next  preceding  application; 

Fourth:      Age  of  applicant. 

Such  application  shall  be  referred  to  the  Town  Sergeant  for 
his  approval  or  disapproval,  before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Town 
Council. 

SEC.  3.  All  licenses  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  June  next  succeeding 
the  date  of  such  license,  and  no  rebate  shall  be  made  from  the 
license  fee  for  such  license  for  any  licensed  term  less  than  one 
year. 

SEC.  4.  Every  person  who  engages  in  the  business  of  buy- 
ing or  selling  or  bartering  or  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals  or  sec- 
ondhand articles,  without  license  granted  as  hereinbefore  provid- 
ed, or  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall 
pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars  for  each  offense. 

SEC.  5.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  keepers  of  shops 
for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of  books,  pamphlets  or  periodi- 
cals or  household  furniture 

SEC.  6.  All  such  licenses  shall  be  revocable  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Town  Council. 

SEC.    7.      All  ordinances  and   parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tent herewith  are  hereby  repealed  and   this  ordinance  shall  go 
Into  effect  immediately.

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AN  ORDINANCE   RELATING  TO  THE   POLICE   FORCE. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION  1.  A  permanent  police  force  of  the  Town  of  War- 
ren is  hereby  established,  which  shall  consist  of  a  chief-of-police 
and  three  additional  police  officers,  who  shall  be  town  watchmen 
and  perform  such  duties  by  day  and  by  night  either  as  police 
constables  or  watchmen,  or  both,  as  they  may  be  detailed  for  by, 
the  Town  Council  of  said  Warren,  and  they  shall  have  all  the 
power  and  authority  that  police  constables  and  town  watchmen 
now  have  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  the  ordinances  of  the  town, 
and  the  orders,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Town  Council. 

SEC.  2.      All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  ef- 
fect immediately.

AN  ORDINANCE  RELATING  TO  HAWKERS  AND  PEDDLERS. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION  1.  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  on  and  after 
the  sixteenth  day  of  October,  A.  D#,  1905,  all  hawkers  and  ped- 
dlers desiring  to  sell  or  to  offer  for  sale  as  hawkers  and  peddlers 
any  articles  or  substances  within  the  town  of  Warren,  and  all  per- 
sons desiring  to  sell  or  to  offer  for  sale  any  goods,  wares,  mer- 
chandise, ice  cream,  fruits,  vegetables,  or  other  articles  or  sub- 
stances, on  any  street  in  said  town,  shall  first  obtain  a  town  li- 
cense therefor,  to  be  issued  by  the  Town  Clerk  of  said  town,  and 
to  that  end  shall  make  application  to  the  Town  Council  of  said 
town  for  such  license  therefor,  respectively  as  may  be  desired* 
and  said  Town  Clerk,  after  the  granting  of  said  application  by, 
said  Town  Council,  may  issue  a  license  accordingly  to  such  per- 
sons respectively  to  sell  the  articles  and  substances  hereinbefore 
mentioned  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  specified  in  such  license, 
upon  any  stret  :n  Su.ld  town,  or  to  hawkers  and  peddlers  author- 
izing them  to  seu  or  to  offer  for  sale  as  hawkers  and  peddlers  any; 
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articles  and  substances  within  said  town  for  the  period  from  the 
date  of  such  license  until  the  sixteenth  day  of  October  next  ensu- 
ing such  date. 

SEC.  2.  For  licenses  so  issued  as  aforesaid  the  person  re- 
ceiving the  same  shall  pay  to  the  Town  Clerk  the  following  fees, 
which  are  hereby  established,  respectively,  towit: 

For  peddling  from  wagons  or  carts,  five  dollars 

For  peddling  from  hand  or  push  carts,  five  dollars. 

For  peddling  on  foot,  without  wagon  or  cart,  five  dollars. 

For  peddling  patent  medicine,  twenty-five  dollars. 

For  peddling  watches,  jewelry,  gold  or  silverware,  or  arti- 
cles manufactured  of  German  silver,  twenty-five  dollars. 

SEC.  3.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  licenses,  expiring  as 
aforeprovided,  the  Town  Clerk,  on  the  approval  of  the  Chief-of- 
Police  of  said  town,  may  issue  licenses  for  one  or  more  days  for 
one  dollar  per  day 

SEC.  4.  Every  person  licensed  under  this  ordinance  shall 
also  obtain  from  the  Town  Clerk  a  badge  of  white  metal  at  least 
two  inches  in  diameter,  and  shall  at  all  times  while  engaged  in 
the  business  for  which  he  is  licensed  wear  said  badge  conspicu- 
ously on  the  outside  of  his  outside  coat.  Such  badge  shall  bear 
in  black  enamel  a  number,  which  shall  correspond  to  the  badge 
number  marked  on  the  license,  and  shall  be  issued  upon  the  de- 
posit of  fifty  cents  to  such  person  as  shall  obtain  the  license  bear- 
ing such  badge  number,  and  upon  the  surrender  of  such  badge  to 
the  Town  Clerk  said  deposit  shall  be  returned  and  the  license 
shall  thereby  be  revoked. 

SEC.  5#  No  person  shall  wear  any  such  badge  after  the  ex- 
piration or  revocation  of  the  license  represented  by  it,  and  any 
licensed  person  who  shall  suffer  any  badge,  issued  to  him  as 
aforesaid,  to  be  used  by  another  person  for  a  purpose  similar  to 
that  for  which  the  badge  was  issued  to  him,  shall  forfeit  said' 
badge,  together  with  the  license  represented  by  it. 

SEC.  6.  No  license  shall  authorize  any  person  other  than 
the  one  named  therein  to  act  thereunder,  and  no  license  shall  be 
transferable  excepting  that  any  such  license  may  be  transferred 
by  the  Town  Clerk  upon  the  approval  of  the  Town  Council  on  the 
payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar.  J| 
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SEC.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  for  the 
space  of  ten  minutes,  after  demand  by  any  police  constable  to> 
exhibit  to  him  bis  license  and  badge,  shall  be  deemed,  for  the 
purpose  of  this  ordinance,  to  be  unlicensed,  and  to  have  violate'! 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

SEC.  8.  This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  sell- 
ing religious  books  and  publications  in  behalf  of  the  Fable,  tract 
or  other  religious  or  moral  societies  for  the  purpose  rl  promot- 
ing religious  or  moral  improvement,  and  which  are  sold  for  thai. 
purpose  and  not  for  pecuniary  profit;  nor  to  butchers  retailing 
meats,  or  to  fishermen  selling  fish  or  shell  fish  from  carts  or  oth- 
erwise; nor  to  any  person  peddling  or  selling  any  tow  cloth,  knit. 
stockings,  gloves,  mitts  or  other  articles  of  household  manufac- 
ture, or  articles  manufactured  with  his  own  hands;  nor  to  any 
person  who  shall  receive  a  license  from  the  General  Treasurer 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15  of  Chapter  lpc>  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  Chapter  62  2  of  the  Public 
Laws,  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  18  99,  and  Chapter 
1060  of  the  Public  Laws,  passed  at  the  December  session,  1102; 
nor  to  any  milkman  or  to  any  farmer  selling  the  produce  of  his 
farm  or  selling  both  the  produce  of  his  farm  and  the  produce 
of  other  farms,  or  to  any  vender  of  ice  or  newspapers. 

SEC.  9.  Every  person,  except  those  persons  specified  in 
section  8  of  this  ordinance,  who  sells  or  offers  for  sale  any  arti- 
cle or  substance  as  a  hawker  or  peddler  in  the  town  of  Warren, 
and  every  person,  except  those  persons  specified  in  section  8  of 
this  ordinance,  who  sells  or  offers  ur  sale  any  goods,  wares, 
merchandise,  fruits,  vegetables  or  other  articles  or  substances,  on 
any  street  in  the  town  of  Warren,  without  a  town  license  as  here- 
in provided,  and  every  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

SEC.  10.  This  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  October  six- 
teenth, A,  D.,  1905. 

Ordained  September  5,  A.  D.,  1905. 
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AN  ORDINANCE  RESTRAINING    THE   RUNNING    AT  LARGE 
OF  DOGS  WITHIN  THE  TOWN  OF  WARREN. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Warren  as  fol- 
lows:— 

SECTION  1.  Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  allowing  said 
dog  to  run  at  large  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Warren  shall 
be  fined  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  said  fine  to  enure  to 
the  town  of  Warren. 

SEC.  2.  The  Chief-of-Police  and  Town  Sergeant  are  each 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  complaint  against  any 
and  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  to 
cause  any  and  all  dogs  found  running  at  large  within  the  limits 
of  the  town  of  Warren  to  be  killed. 

SEC.   3.      This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  Immediately.

AN   ORDINANCE   DEFINING   THE    COMPACT   PART   OF   THE 
TOWN  OF  WARREN. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

SECTION  1.  All  the  territory  lying  and  included  within 
the  following  described  lines  and  boundaries  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  the  compact  part  of  the  Town  of  Warren,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  ordinances  of  the  town,  towit:  Beginning  at  Kelley's 
Bridge,  thence  running  in  a  general  southerly  direction  along  the 
easterly  line  of  Warren  River  to  a  point  on  a  line  in  westerly  ex- 
tension to  said  River  of  the  southerly  line  of  the  street  or  road 
leading  from  Main  Street  to  the  South  Warren  station  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  thence  turning  and 
running  easterly  along  said  westerly  extension  of  the  southerly 
line  of  said  street  or  road,  and  along  said  southerly  line  thereof, 
and  along  a  line  in  easterly  extension  of  said  southerly  line  there- 
of to  a  point  on  a  line  in  southerly  extension  of  the  easterly 
boundary  line  of  the  South  Cemetery,  thence  turning  and  run- 
ning northerly  along  said  southerly  extension  of  said  easterly 
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boundary  line  of  said  cemetery,  and  along  said  easterly  boundary 
line  thereof,  and  along  a  line  in  northerly  extension  of  said  east- 
erly boundary  line  thereof  to  the  northerly  line  of  the  Fall  River 
Branch  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad,  thence 
turning  and  running  easterly  along  said  northerly  line  of  said 
railroad  to  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the  land  belonging  to  Par- 
ker Mills  on  the  easterly  side  of  Metacom  Avenue,  thence  turn- 
ing and  running  northerly  along  the  easterly  boundary  line  of 
said  Parker  Mills  land,  and  along  a  line  in  northerly  extension 
of  said  easterly  boundary  line  thereof  to  a  point  One  Thousand 
feet  northerly  of  Kickemuit  Road,  so  called,  thence  turning  and 
running  westerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  northerly  bank  at  the 
mouth  of  the  creek  leading  into  Belchers  Cove,  so  called,  on  the 
easterly  side  thereof,  near  said  Kickemuit  Road,  and  in  the  same 
direction  across   said   cove  to  the   westerly  line  thereof,   thence 
turning  and  running  in  a  general  northerly  direction  along  the 
westerly  line  of  said  cove  to  said  Warren  River,  thence  turning 
and  running  southerly  along  the  easterly  line  of  said  river  to  said 
Kelley's  Bridge  at  the  point  of  beginning. 

SEC.  2.      Chapter  IV  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  Town  of  War- 
ren ordained  February  2  7,  18  88,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  this  or- 
dinance shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Ordained  June  9,  A.  D.  1908. 


AN  ORDINANCE   FOR  THE   SUPRESSION  AND   PREVENTION 
OF  NUISANCES  AND  THE  PROTECTION  OF  HEALTH. 

It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 
CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 
SECTION  1.  Every  physician  who  shall  I  -new  cr  suspect 
that  any  person  whom  he  is  called  upon  to  visit,  or  who  comes  or 
is  brought  to  him  for  examination,  in  the  town,  is  sick  or  infected 
with  cholera,  yellow  fever,  typhoid  fever,  tpyhus  fever,  spotted 
fever,  measles,  scarlet  fever,  dfptheria,  membranous  croup,  or 
any  new  disease  of  a  contagious  or  infectious  nature,  shall  forth- 
with make  report  of  the  same  to  the  Health  Officer,  who  shall 
furnish  blanks  for  that  purpose. 
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SEC.  2.  Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Health  Officer, 
there  is  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  or  membranous  croup,  in  any 
house  in  the  town,  he  shall  cause  to  be  placed  thereon  a  warning- 
sign,  bearing  the  name  of  the  disease  there,  except  that  the  sign 
lor  membranous  croup  shall  be -the  same  as  that  for  diphtheria; 
and  such  card  shall  not  be  removed  without  the  permission  of 
the  Health  Officer. 

SEC,  3.  No  person  living  in  a  family  where  there  is  a  per- 
son sick  or  infected  with  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  or  membranous 
croup,  or  while  the  warning-sign  is  upon  the  house,  shall  visit 
any  theatre,  church,  public  library,  or  public  assemblage,  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  Health  Officer. 

SEC.  4.  No  person  living  in  a  house  where  there  is  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria  or  membranous  croup  shall  attend  any  public, 
private,  parochial,  or  Sunday,  school,  until  permitted  so  to  do  by 
the  Health  Officer. 

SEC.  5.  No  person  living  in  a  family  where  there  is  a  case 
of  measles  shall  attend  any  public,  private,  parochial,  or  Sun- 
day, school,  for  two  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  the  last  case. 

SEC.  6.  No  person  who  is  suffering  from  or  afflicted  with 
whooping  cough,  mumps,  chicken  pox  or  any  contagious  disease, 
and  no  person  living  in  a  family  where  such  disease  exists,  shall 
attend  any  public,  private,  parochial,  or  Sunday,  school. 

SEC.  7.  No  child  living  in  a  house  where,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Health  Officer,  a  contagious  disease  has  existed,  shall  at- 
tend any  public,  private,  parochial,  or  Sunday,  school,  without  a 
permit  from  the  Health  Officer. 

SEC.  8.  No  person  not  residing  in  the  house  or  building 
where  there  is  a  case  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  membranous 
croup,  or  other  contagious  disease,  shall  enter  the  apartments 
therein  occupied  by  the  family  wherein  such  disease  exists,  except 
upon  necessary  business,  and  any  person  who  has  so  entered  the 
same  shall  avoid  mingling  or  coming  into  contact  with  children, 
until  permitted  so  to  do  by  the  Health  Officer. 

SEC.  9.  The  Health  Officer  shall  notify  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Public  Schools,  the  principals  of  private  and  parochial 
schools,  the  pastors  of  churches,  and  the  Librarian  of  the  Public 
Library,  in  the  town,  of  every  case  of  contagious  disease  reported 
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to  him. 

SEC.  10.  No  article  of  personal  property  shall  be  removed 
from  a  house  or  building  where  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  mem- 
branous croup,  or  any  contagious  disease,  exists,  except  for  the 
purpose  of  destruction  or  disinfection  and  then  only  under  the 
direction  of  the  Health  Officer. 

SEC.  11.  No  person  or  article  of  personal  property,  liable 
to  propagate  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  shall  be 
brought  into  the  town,  without  a  written  permit  from  the  Health 
Officer. 

SEC  12.  The  funeral  of  any  person  who  has  died  of  scarlet 
fever,  measles,  typhus  fever,  cholera,  diphtheria,  membranous 
croup,  or  any  contagious  disease,  or  of  any  person  who  lives  in 
the  family  wherein  such  disease  exists,  shall  be  private,  and  at- 
tendance thereat  shall  be  limited  to  the  immediate  relatives  of 
the  deceased,  adult  pall-bearers,  clergymen,  and  undertakers,  and 
such  other  persons  as  shall  have  received  permission  from  the 
Health  Officer  to  be  present. 

SEC.  13  Every  undertaker  who  receives  notice  of  the 
death  of  any  person  in  the  town  who  has  died  of  scarlet  fever, 
diphtheria,  membranous  croup,  or  any  contagious  disease,  shall 
give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Health  Officer. 

GARBAGE. 

SEC.  14.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  premises  in  the 
town  where  swill  or  garbage  shall  accummulate  shall  keep  a 
covered,  water-tight  receptacle  on  said  premises  for  such  swill 
or  garbage,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  deposited  in  said  re- 
ceptacle, and  the  same  shall  be  located  in  a  place  satisfactory  to 
the  Health  Officer. 

SEC.  15.  All  swill  and  garbage  shall  be  removed  from  such 
premises  at  least  twice  each  week  during  the  months  of  May, 
June,  July,  August,  September  and  October,  and  once  a  week 
during  the  other  months  of  the  year,  and  as  much  oftener  as  may 
be  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Health  Officer. 

SEC.  16.  All  swill,  fat,  grease,  bones,  refuse  of  either  ani- 
mal or  vegetable  nature,  and  other  garbage,  shall  be  removed  in 
water-tight,  ^osely-covered  tubs,  casks,  or  vehicle? 
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NUISANCES. 

SEC.  17.  No  person  shall  deposit  any  garbage,  filth  or  dead 
animal  in  any  of  the  streets,  lanes,  squares,  highways,  or  other 
public  places,  in  the  town. 

SEC.  18.  No  person  shall  permit  filth  or  filthy  water  to 
collect  on  the  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  or  permit 
filthy  water  to  run  therefrom  into  any  street,  lane,  square,  high- 
way, or  other  public  place  in  the  town. 

SEC.  19.  No  person  shall  deposit  within  the  town  the  con- 
tents of  any  cesspool  or  privy  vault,  without  the  permission  of 
the  Health  Officer. 

SEC.  20.  No  person  shall  bury  within  the  town  the  carcass 
of  any  dead  horse,  cow,  hog,  or  neat  beast,  unless  the  same  shall 
be  buried  at  least  three  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
without  the  permission  of  the  Health  Officer. 

SEC.  21.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  premises  in  the 
town  whereon  there  is  any  sink-drain  or  cesspool  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  emptied  of  its  entire  contents  and  thoroughly  cleaned 
at  least  once  a  year  previous  to  the  first  day  of  June  and  as  much 
oftener  as  may  be  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Health  Of- 
ficer; and  the  contents  thereof  shall  be  removed  in  water-tight, 
closely-covered  tubs,  casks  or  vehicles. 

SEC.  22.  All  apparatus  used  for  the  removal  of  the  con- 
tents of  sink-drains,  cesspools  and  privy  vaults  must  be  kept 
clean  and  odorless  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  stand  in  any 
street,  lane,  square,  highway  or  public  place  in  the  town,  when 
not  in  use. 

SEC.  23.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
either  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  twenty,  dollars  for  each  offense, 
said  fine  to  inure,  one-half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  complainant 
and  one-half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  town. 

SEC.  24.  The  owner  or  occupant  of  any  premises  in  the 
town  whereon  there  is  any  privy  vault  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  emptied  of  its  entire  contents  and  thoroughly  cleaned  when- 
ever it  may  be  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Health  Officer; 
and  the  contents  thereof  shall  be  removed  in  water-tight,  closely- 
covered  tubs  or  vehicles. 
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SEC.  25.  Any  filth  or  dead  animal  found  in  the  streets, 
lanes,  squares  or  public  places  of  the  town  shall  be  removed  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Health  Officer  and  the  expense  of  such  re- 
moval shall  be  paid  by  the  town. 

SEC.  2  6.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsis- 
tant  herewith  are  hereby  repealed  and  this  ordinance  shall  take 
effect  immediately. 

Ordained  June  9,  A.  D.  1908. 
AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  STREETS  AND  HIGHWAYS 
It  is  ordained  by  the  Town  Council  of  Warren  as  follows:  — 

Any  person  owning  or  having  under  his  care  any  horse, 
goat,  sheep,  ox,  cow  or  other  cattle  who  shall  permit  the  same 
to  be  tethered  or  to  graze  upon  the  common  or  any  street,  high- 
way, or  public  square  within  the  town  of  Warren  without  the 
permission  of  the  highway  surveyor  of  said  town  shall  be  fined 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.
